LOSS OVER OJit MILLION DOLLARS. 



Seven Lurgr Concerns and Severe 
• Smaller Ones Destroyed By the 
Flames und Falling WallB. 




Tmrtit Haiti b, Ind., Dec. 20.— The 
■worst Bre in tb» history of Terre llautc 
took place Monday night, causing a 
loss of $1,000,000. The blase started iu 
■she big show windows of tlie Havens 
A Geddes Co., wholesale and retail 
dealers In dry jfoods and notions. The 
cause la not definitely known, but it is 
supposed that a live electric wire set 
fir* to the cotton with which the win- 
dows were decorated, and b«{»re the 
blaze could be extinguished spread to 
the decorations of evergreens in the 
•tore, and the building was wrapped in 
flames in an incredibly short space of 
time. *

When res- 
cued from the burning building he was 
insane from the pain and begged 
killed.

The clause is as follows: 

The secretary of agriculture, where- 
ever he has reason to believe that ar- 
ticles are being imported from foreign 
countries which are dangerous to the 
health of the people of the United 
States, shall make a request upon the 
secretary of the treasury for samples 
from original packages of such articles 
for inspection and analysis, and 

original packages and deliver speci- 
mens to the secretary of agriculture 
for the purpose mentioned. And the 
secretary of the treasury shall refuse, 
delivery of any goods which the secre- 
tary of agriculture report to have been 
inspected and analyzed, aud found to 
be adulterated and otherwise danger- 
ous to health.
